The Case of the Alabama and Chattanooga 
Railroad. 

WaAsnincton, December 16.—Acting Secre- 
tary Muldrow today rendered a decision in the 
ease ofthe Alabamaand Chattanooga Rail- 
road company vs. Nathaniel P. Clabourn, on 
appeal by the railroad company’ from the de- 
cision of the general land oftice.

Secretary Lamar, today issued an order di- 
recting that all lands heretofore withdrawn 
and held for indemnity purposes under grants 
to the folloyjng named raijroad companies be 
restored to The public domain and offered te 
settlement and entry under the general laws, 
after giving the usual notice: The South and 
North Alabama; Selma, Rome and Dalton; 
and Alabama and Florida,im Alabama. The 
Florida, Atlantic and Gulf Central; Pensacola 
and Georgia, and Florida and Alabama in 
Florida, and several northwestern roads. 
While it may be presumed, says the secretary, 
that there is but a small amount of any of va- 
cant unappropriated lands withinthe indem- 
nity limits of these roads, the fact that the 
withdrawal still remains in force renders this 
order necessary to a final settlement of grants. 


EXAMINING THEIR BOOKS, 


The Excitement Over the Defalcation of 
Joseph C. Knight. 


PHILADELPHIA, December 16.—The defalca- 
tion of Joseph C. Knight, the trusted clerk of 
the Manufacturers’ National bank, was the 
principal topic of conversation in financial 
circles today. Bank officials were particularly 
interested. It was the regular discount day 
at the banks, and the directors spent a portion 
of the time in discussing the defalcation. The 
news appeared to have aroused them and they 
were more Vigilant than usual. As one of them 
aptly remarked, ‘it isa regular house cleaning 
day at all banks.”’ In some cases the directors 
overhauled the books in order to satisfy them- 
selves that the accounts were correct. 

President- Mobley, of the Manufacturers’ 
bank, was apparently unconcerned over the 
defaleation. ‘‘This isa bad thing,’’ he said, 
‘“‘but it will not affect us. We have a surplus 
of $175,000 and a capital of $935,000, and 
although the loss is heavy, we can stand it 
The extent of the defalcation was generally 
known but some of the depositors became 
frightened and appeared early and demanded 
their money. 


‘Charles F. Jones, Florida’s Late Senator, !n 


a Pitiable Plight. 

Derroirt, Mich., December 16,.-——-The troubles 
of the brilliant ex-Senator Charles F. Jones, 
of Florida, which have been in a_ lethargic 
state fora short time, are brought agaiu to 
public attention today by the announcement 
that he has been requested to leave the house 
of his charitably disposed friend, Detective 
O’ Neil, this week, so that he will soon be vir- 
tually on the towh, . Jones was taken to O’ Neil's 
house to keep him from stopping in hotel cor-# 
ridors, and he seemed settled there for life. 
His continued refusal to do anything to aid 
himself tarned all his friends against him, and 
the host’s patience ran out.. Jones was_ told 
he must leave by Saturday. Thus deprived of 
sleeping quarters, he was also informed at the 
restaurant where he has been living that his 
credit will be exhausted on §aturday night. 
W hat he will do he will not indicate, but his 
friends say they will now starve him to his 
senses unless some foolish frinds help him out.

JAMES GORDON BENNETT SUED. 


The Tortolita Gold and Silver Mining Com- 
pany Ask Damages. 

New YorK, December 16.—The Tortolita 
Gold and Silver Mining company has brought 
suit in the supreme court against James Gor- 
don Bennett for alleged libel, claiming $500,- 
000 damages. The company was organized 
under the laws of the state of New Jersey. Its 
mines are in Arizona, and it has offices in this 
city. It was capitalized at $1,000,000, divided 
into two dollar shares, which were extensively 
advertised and sold. The complaint against 
Mr. Bennett is based upon an article published 
in the New York Herald, in which it-was as- 
serted that the Tortolita mining scheme was 
a “colossal bunko scheme.’’ That instead of 
being worth $50,000,000, “‘the mines have been 
a failure from the start ; they have paid no div- 
idends, and when yielding the largest amount 
of ore they bankrupted their owners and were 
sold at a sheriff’s sale for $15,000.”’ 

Jt is alleged that such publications made by 

the defendant “did so injure, depreciate and 
destroy the sales ofthe shares of the capital 
stock of the plaintiff as to render it impossible 
to make scarcely any sales whatever of the 
same,”’ and “that the plaintiff has suffered 
actual pecuniary loss and damage to the sum 
of $500,000.” 
Joseph H. Reali, president of the company, 
has brought suit in the same court, individ- 
ually, against James Gordon Bennet for al- 
leged libel, claiming $250,000 damage. His 
complaint is based on the same publication, 
which, he says, created the impression ‘‘among 
plaintiff’s acquaintances and the public that 
the plaintiff was running a dishonest enter- 
prise, and was swindling people out of their 
money by selling them worthless mining 
stock,’’ and thus damaged him to the amount 
claimed. It is asserted in both complaints that 
the Herald’s publication was untrue, and that 
the mines were as represented by the company 
and its officers.

INTHE INTENSIVE SYSTEM. * 


Lies the Hope of the Southern Farmer 4s 
Outlined by Primus Jones. 


ALBANY, Ga., December 16.—[Special.}— 
Hon. Primus W. Jones, thé well known first 
bale man and member of the legislature from 
Baker county, is doubtless the most suceessful 
cotton planter in this section and ih the state 
He runs but a few plows: makes his own - 
composts which he uses liberally, and his 
yield isenormous. In reply to queries, he 
writes as follows from his plantation home in 
Baker county: 

“As per your request I will give you a 
statement of my farming operations. In the 
first place I run eight plows. I have ginned 
and packed 222 bales of cotton, and am satis- 
fied my crop was damaged to the extent of 
forty or fifty bales by the freshet in August, 
and the drought that followed of two months, 
causing the loss of the top crop. I housed 
something over 2,800 bushels of corn. Har- 
vested 1,200 bushels of oats and pastured 75 
acres that I did not have time tocut. Putup 
15,000 or 20,000 pounds of fodder, 500 bushels 
of petatoes (sweet), from 50 to 100 bushels 
ground peas, two barrels of syrup. My cane 
and cow peas were a failure, owing to the fall 
drought. I planted $100 worth of water- 
melons, besides what we consumed and gave 
away. The above includes all of my crops of 
any importance. I farm on the intensive sys- 
tem, upon which the future prosperity of the 
country depends.”’

crop. Formerly they planted cotton almost to 
the neglect of breadstuffs and hence were kept 
poor in consequence. Their rice crop has be- 
come quite an important factor in their pros- 
perity. From forty to sixty bushels per acre 
can be produced at comparatively a small cost, 
and at present prices a handsome profit is re- 
alized and this is also the case with sea island 
cotton ; an average sizeSbale can be produced 
per every two acres without much outlay of 
expense for fertilizers, and this is worth from 
$80 to $95. 

Fruits are being cultivated also and some of 
our planters realize a considerable 
profit from this source. The Le- 
conte pose yields handsome returns even 
when sold at comparatively low prices. We 
have transportation, both by rail and water, 
for the products of the farm and factory, and 
some of our truck farmers have their boats to 
come to their homes and take the melons, 
beans, etc., direct from the gardens to the 
makets. The colored people are improving 
their condition each year. They have good 


“schools, churches, etc., and seem to be much 


inclined to better their condition. There is 
one school numbering two hundred and fifty 
scholars, taught by _ intelligent north- 
ern ladies assisted ~ by Rev. Floyd 
Snelson, a graduate of the Atlanta 
colored institute. They have done much to 
enlighten and elevate those who gome under 
their influence. Thereis also another large 
and thriving institution of learning conducted 
by Rev. Mr. Waite, at old Midway. Perhaps 
1p0 scholars is an average attendance at this 
school,and the improvement of his pupils 
every way is very noticeable. We think these 
things are hopeful indications of the approach 
of a season of prosperity and happi- 
ness long desired for this once 
highly favored region which was noted 
among other things, for having sent forward 
more educators and ministers of the gospel 
than any other portion of the state according 
to population,and hope the day is near at hand 
when all the grand old places which were 
formerly homes of the wealthy and cultured 
planters of ante-bellum days, will again be 
occupied by those who will be fit successors to 
those noble old men who haye gone the way 
of all the living.

Some Astonishing Yields Re- 
ported From Georgia‘*Solil. 


THE LUCKY WINNERS OF PREMIUMS. 


Offered by the Firm of G. W, Scott & Co— 
What Has Been Done by the Intensive 
System of Farming—Facts. 


For the past five or six years, Messrs. George 
W. Seott & Co., have been offering special 
premiams for the largest yield of cotton and 
corn, by the use of gossypium alone. The ef- 
fect has been to stimulate the planters of the 
state to adopt the intensive system of farming, 
and to demonstrate by facts and figures that 
farming pays. The premiums offered are lib- 
eral, and the regulations fair and just. The 
award isnot made upon the amount of gos- 
sypium used per acre, 

The contestant is reqtired to certify that no 
other fertilizer was used, and to give all the 
facts about the culture of the land, its condi- 
tion, ete. A committee of three citizens, certi- 
fied to by the ordinary as reliable citizens ca- 
pable of making an accurate report on a crop 
of cotton or corn, must state that they are dis- 
interested, that fhey measured the plat of 
land whereon the crop was grown, according 
to the rules prescribed, the same being one 
connected piece of land, that they supervised 
the gathering of the crop, and carefully weigh- 
ed and measured it. Th: ey report the yield. of 
dry seed cotton and of dry lint cotton, clear of 
bagging and ties, the yield of shucked corn in 
the ear, and how many pounds of slielled corn 
100 pounds of average ears yielded, and an es- 
timate of how many busliels of fifty-six 
pounds each of shelled corn. 

THE PREMIUMS OFFIRED. 

This year Messrs. G. W. Scott & Co. offered 
the following premiums: 

For the largest yield of clean lint cotton 
made on five acres, on which gossypium only 
has been used, $250 in gold; for second best 
yield, $150 in gold ; for third best, $50 in gold. 

For lar gest yield. of clean lint cotton on one 
acre under the same rules, $100in gold ; second 
best yield& S50 in gold; third best, one ton 
gossypium; fourth and fifth best, same pre- 
mium. 

For the largest yield of sound corn on one 
acre, gossypium only used, $100 in gold; sec- 
ond best yield, $50 in gold; third, fourth and 
fifth best yields, one ton gossypium each. 

CONSIDERING THE REPORTS. 

The 15th of December is the day set apart 
for considering the reports, and aw arding the 
premiums. There were three contestants for 
the premiums offered for the best yield of lint 
cotton on five acres, and twelve for that on 
one acre,and eleven contested for the pre- 
miums on the best acre in corn. 

On Thursday morning several sturdy looking 
countrymen wended their way to the depart- 
ment of agriculture. All the contestants did 
not come, as, having implicit confidence in 
Commissioner Henderson, they wrote to him 
to represent them. R. G. Ray, a stalwart and 
successful farmer of Douglas, Mr. G. M. Davis, 
a worthy planter of Monroe county, Messrs. 
J. F. Ellington, of Campbell county, J. T. 
Mac cas is, of F ayette, and others, were present.

Too Much of a Good Thing. 

For some days past the newspapers have 
devoted considerable space to the proceed- 
ings of the ‘‘Federation of Labor,’ an indus- 
trial organization holding a convention in 
Baltimore. It is said that this body repre- 
sents 250,000 American workingmen, and 
great results are expected from its delibera- 
tions, and the line of action favored by it. 

The calm observer who has watched the 
rise and fall of these labor societies during 
the past quarter of a century will shake his 
head doubtfully. In all of these organiza- 
tions an extreme element pushes its way to 
the front with the avowed object of downing 
capital. This is folly. Capital will not be 
downed. Even when a revolution rolls over 
it capital always comes out on top after the 
trouble is over. 

The thing for labor to do is to go along in 
a friendly way, hand in hand with capital. 
Just how this is tobe done may admit of 
argument, but some of the methods proposed 
by visionary reformers are hardly worth dis- 
cussing. 

A thoughtful workingman remarked the 
other day that one of the great evils of the 
age was ‘‘too much organization.’’ He was 
more than half right. Forty years ago the 
American workingman was avery inde- 
pendent citizen, If he did not like his em- 
ployer he left him and sought another. 
When he could not secure work at high 
wages he took what he could get. When 
he wanted to organize he ganized his fam- 
ily by apprenticing his boys. The only 
‘Federation of Labor’’ that he knew any- 
thing about was the little federation com- 
posed of himself and his wife. His ‘‘Anti- 
poverty Society’? was composed of his own 
household. | 

It must be admitted that the old system 
worked admirably.’ Men put in their tenor 
twelve hours a day, saved their money, 
bought homes, and gradually took their 
places among the capitalists of the land. 

Under the present system the working- 
man owes allegiance to a society. He loses 
time attending its meetings and parading 
with it in public. He pays his money to it 
inthe shape of dues. He stops work and 
goes to work when the society orders it. He 
isnotafree man. It is in the power of his 
society to force him toremain idle and starv- 
ing at a time when he needs every cent that 
he can earn. 

Another evil. Since the birth of these 
trades unions, knights of this and that, fed- 
erations of labor, and anti-poverty societies, 
the old apprenticeship system is a thing of 
the past. The main thing now is not to 
train up a skilled workman in a shop, but 
to make an active and efficient recruit for 
the societies. 

In all this may be seen one cause of the 
hard times of which so many classes of la- 
boring men are always complaining. The 
way for the American workingman to better 
his condition is to stick to his work, live 
economically and put his money into a 
home. If he needs the aid ofa federation, 
let him federate with an industrious and 


_ frugal wife.

GRIER’S ALMANAC. 


A Famous Handbook and Its History—How 
Its Author Was Squelched by a Boy. 
From the Wesleyan Christian Advocate. 


Among my first recollections was seeing my 
mother take down a copy of Griers aimanac, 
which was suspended .by a string to the mantle 
piece, to see about the changes of the moon. Robert 
Grier, the maker of this wonderful almanac, was a 
very plain man who livedand died years ago in 
Butts county, During his life he made the ealcula- 
tion for the almanacs, and almost every family in 
Georgia at least had a copy of this almanac, and re- 
lied on it for much valuable information. He pre- 
tended to tell when it would rain, and many other 
things. He was considered a wonderfulman. A\l- 
though he has been dead many years, Grier’s alma- 
nac still lives. After his death the calculations 
were made by Thomas P, Ashmore, until he failed, 
and now they are made by bis nephew, Professor 
Otis Ashmore, one of the most intelligent educators

About 
midsummer I went out in the country, and stopping 
to dine with a brother he said: 

“Don't you make these almanacs?” taking down 
his Grier from the corner, 

“Yes, sir,’’ we replied, 

‘‘How in the world can you tell so well when it’s 
going to rain? My almanac hasn’t missed thig 
year?” + 

I told him just how it was done, and that it really 
was as the distinguished professor in Alabama had 
said ‘only guess work.” 

I dined with a friend in the country a few years 
aco. Soon after entering the house his wife asked 
me what time of dayit was, as her clock had stop- 
ped running. I teld her, when she said:

Which Mark the Country | and 
People of Tennessee! 
FROM COTTON PLAIN TO MOUNTAIN TOP 
The Rich Natural Resources of the State— 


The Growth of Manufacturing— 
Protection Demanded. 


Nasuvitte, Tenn., December 16,—[Staff 
Correspondence.}—An evening spent with Dr. 
J. M. Safford, the state geologist of Tennessee, 
shows him to be enthusiastic as tothe re- 
sources of the state, The duties of the office 
are to Dr. Safford a labor of love, the state pro- 
viding no remuneration for the services fone 
dered, The doctor is one of the professors of 
Vanderbilt university. 

The wealth of the state consists in its agri- 
culturalfeatures, its iron ore and stone, coal, 
and in East Tennessee, marble. 
The western division of the state 
is one of the “best eotton regions 
in the south, but not many minerals are found 
there. The central division, called middle 
Tennessee, has in her central portion-e. well 
defined basin, one hundred miles long by fifty 
wide. Thisisaregion of great agricultural 
wealth, and isthe gatden spot of the state, 
having Nashville in its center. The general 
floor of the basin is but little ovér 5,000 feet 
above the level of the sea. West of Nashville, 
and of this basin, and between it and thie 
Tennessee river, is one of the groat iron belts 
of the state. It is forty miles wide, and passes 
through the state from the Kentucky to the 
Alabama line. Within this area there were 
in blast before the war fifty furnaces. At this 
time there are not as many furnaces, but those 
which are in operation are of much greater ca- 
pacity. All make charcoal iron, and some 
of them use charcoal made by the Pierce 
process, in which, in charring the wood, the 
volatile and liquid products are utilized. This 
is a great iron field, in the main covered with 
timber, and its development has no more 
thaa commenced. 

INTO THE COALFIELDS. 

Leaving the basin and passing from twenty 
to thirty miles eastward, we intersect a belt of 
good land, and then reach the coalfield of 
Tennessee. The coalfield of the state is coin- 
cident with the Cumberland table land, the 
coalfield making the cap of the mountain, 
giving an area of about 6,000 square miles of 
coal lands. The coal at many points is being 
mined, especially on the eastern and southern 
sides of the coalfields. Large portions of this 
territory have not yet been reached by rail- 
road,and in that but little mining is done. 
Railroads, however, are being either surveyed 
or built towards these portions, and the coal is 
being made accessible. The coal is generally 
of good quality; much of it fit for coking. 
Along on the eastern side of the coal field, 
along the margin of the table lands, is another 
iron ore belt. The ore is red fossiliferous, like 
that mined at Birniingham. Chattancoga is in 
this belt, and in that city is found the greatest 
interest in the development of iron, where 
many furnaces are in full operation. 

This brings us to the great,valley of East 
Tennessee, the metropolis of which is Knox- 
ville. This is a varied and beautitul section of 
the state. The valley averages fifty 
miles wide; running through ts state 
in a northeastern and southwestern 
direction, being a part really of the valley of 
Virginia, and of the belt of valleys that run 
down into Georgia, reaching, indeed, into Ala- 
bama. This is a great area of parallel ridges 
and minor valleys, and contains many valleys 
famous for their rich soils and well improved 
farms. 

THE GREAT MOUNTAINS, 

On the south and east-of the valley. of East 
Tennessee lie the great mountaifis which bor- 
der the state and separate it from North Caro- 
lina. At the foot of these,jin Tennessee, is 
another long belt of iron ore deposits which, 
before the war, supported many furnaces, and 
furnaces are now being built there. These 
mountains are, many of them, exceedingly 
high, picturesque and grand. Some of them 
along the North Carolina and Tennes- 
see line present the finest moun- 
tain masses this side of the 
Rocky mountains. Many of them are over 
6,000 feet high, and are clothed with Canadian 
flora and trees. Some of the highest mount- 
ains are bald and prairie-like, being too high 
for the trees of the valley to grow*upon them. 
On one of them, noted for its prairie-like bald 
ness, is located the Cloudland hotel, from 
which the visitor looks down upon billowy 
mountains all around him. 

One of the industries of East Tennessee, 
which should not be lightly passed over, is 
that of marble-cutting, which is assuming 
large proportions. The marble is of the varie- 
gated calico variety, and is in great demand in 
New York, the eastern cities and elsewhere. 
It is chiefly used for indoor ornamental work. 
The best of it is greatly admired. 
The marble is a_ limestone, and 
occurs in the valley of East Ten- 
nessee for a length of 100 milesin a strata of 
from 50 to 300 feet thick. Besides this, there 
are many other building rocks of good quality 
in East and Middle Tennessee. Since the 
war there has beena great deal of enterprise 
in the development of these resources. 

VARIED CAPABILITIES SUMMED UP. 

The state of Tennessee is long and narrow. 
On its eastern border it has the greatest moun- 
tains to be found east of the Rockies. From 
these it extends west tothe Mississippi river, 


“and there has a portion of the low Mississippi 


bottom, or alluvial plains. It thus presents an 
interesting geographical section of country, 
including the varied agricultural, topographi- 
cal and mineral features of the Mississippi 
valley. Variety is one of its great character- 
istics. It has granite mountains at 
its eastern end, with Canadian 
flora. It has a portion of the great 
Appalachian valley, in East Tennessee, and a 
due proportion of the great Allegheny coal 
field, with no less than three great iron fields. 
14 has abasin of blue grass region, equal to 
thatin Kentucky. In the western part she 
has a section of cotton lands equal to those of 
Mississippi, and much like them, to say. noth- 
ing of the alluvial lands along the Mississippi, 
as good as any found in the south. It has 
granite lands, rich limestone lands, and mel- 
low, siliceous lands, and a quota of aliuvial 
bulks. Its agricultural products are exceed- 
ingly various. It hasecottonin the southern 
part of west and middle Tennessee; tobacco 
in the north thereof; peanuts over a consider- 
able area; buckwheat in the mountain re- 
gions, and corn everywhere. The people are 
varied in character, like the surface of 
the country’ in which they live, 
md the products which they raise. 
The people of the mountains are in strong 
contrast with the people of the valleys. An 
East Tennesseean differs froma west Ten- 
nesseean. The East Tennesseean brags of moun- 
tain and mineral; the west Tennesseean of his 
cotton and tobacco; while the central Ten-

A BARBER CHARGED WITH STABBING

Billiard balls were rolling and popping, pool 
balls were finding their way into pockets, and 
the players were laughing and talking in the 
Kimball house billiard hall about six o’clock 

terday afternoon, Suddenly those who 
were playing dropped their cues and turned 
their faces to the northern side of the hall, 
whence came an agonizing scream, instantly 
followed by the thrilling remark: 

“Mv God! he has killed me!” 

Standing upon the top step of the flight 
leading to theSbilliard hall was a negro boy 
about ten years of age. _He was in plain view 
of every one in the room and as 
he stood when the attention of the crowd was 

' drawn to him he presented a picture. Both 
hands were high above his head. His face 
wore an awful expression, one of great pain, 
while a stream of blood was dripping. from his 
shoulder. Just where the blood stain started 
a knife handle could be seen protruding. The 
boy's cries attracted not only the attention of 
those in the billiard hall, but it attracted many 
from the rotunda. Among others it attracted 
Captain Russell, the officer at the hotel, who 
quickly reached the boy. A glance showed 
the captain that the boy had been stabbed, and 
that the knife with which the stab had been 
made was Stillin the wound. Throwing one 
arm around the boy, Captain Russell grabbed 
the knife-handle with his other hand, and with 
an easy pull, drew the blade out, at the same 
time asking: 

“What's the matter? Who did this? Who 
stabbed you’”’ Mee 

“There goes the man who did it,’”’ answered 
the boy. 

As he — he pointed towards a small man 
rapidly disappearing through the entrance to 
the billiard hall on the south side. The cap- 
tain entrusted the wounded boy to those who 
had gathered around hifm and hurried after the 
disappearing man. Inthe hallway the man 
was overtaken, and as Captain Russell caught 
a view of his face, he récognized K. P. Sumby, 
the tonsorial artists who made himself known 
throughout Atlanta a few years ago by man- 
aging afemale barber shop. Sumby halted 
when the ofiicer laid a hand upon his shoul- 
ders, and locking up, said: 

“Well, what's the matte 

“What did you stab that boy for?’ asked 
the captain. 

“What boy?” 

“That one over there,’’ answered Captain 
Russell, pointing towards the negro, now sur- 
rounded by a large crowd. 

“IT never did it,’ remarked Sumby. 

“Well, I'l just take yeu to pelice headgquar- 
ters,’’ sa'] the captain. ‘“fand then investigate 
this thing.”’ 

Captain Russell led his prisoner to police 
headquarters and surrendered him to Station- 
housekeeper Foute, requesting his detention 
until the stabbing could be investigated. The 
captain then returned to the hotel, and from 
the bey heard the story. Sumby, it apperrs, 
had been drinking, and with some friends 
entered the washroom. The negro 
boy, whose name is Thurman 
has been shining shoes in the wash room, and 
asthe Sumby party entered requested a job.- 
Sumby agreed to pay for a shine for one of the 
party, and after the boy had completed the 
work handed him a nickel. 

“That ain’t enough,” said the boy, ‘‘we 
charge a dime.’’ 

“] don’t care what you charge; that’s all you 
are going to get.’’ 

As Sumby spoke he started off. The boy 
was bent upon securing the other five-cent 
piece and ‘ol'oxi-g Sumby out, madea de- 
mand every step for the money, Sumby started 
into the billiard saloon with the boy close be- 
hind him. As he reachedthe top step he 
wheeled around quickly and drove the Knife 
blade into the negro’s left shoulder, and with- 
out making an-effort to draw the knifé out 
walked hurriedly away. After hearing the 
boy's stéry Captain Russell had the wound 
dressed and then sent the boy home. He then 
returned to the city prison to instruct. the offi- 
cers to lock Sumby up or require him to give a 
good bond. 

But Sumby was not there. 

Soon after Captain Russell surrendered 
Bumby to the oificers, Stationhouse Keeper 
Foute went to supper, leaving the prisoner in 
charge of Patrolman Hudson. Immediately 
after the patrolman took charge of the prisoner, 
Acting Chief Couch instructed the patrolman 
not to release Sumby unless he could make a 
bond. Sumby was then sitting in the office, 
and Patrolman Hudson thought it useless to 
jock him up until Captain Russell returned. 
Before the captain came back, Patrolman 
Hudson’s attention was diverted from the 
prisoner fora few minutes, and during those few 
minutes the barber walked out of the office and 
left the building. His absence was detected in 
afew minutes: and quite a number of officers 
mace asearch for him, but without success. 
When Captain Russell returned to the prison 
Sumby was cone, but the eaptain had with him 
the knife with which the boy was stabbed and 
surrendered it to the vt tite ona keéper. 

During his short detention at the prison, 
Sumby denied the negro’s statement.
